Secretary Bevin said today Soviet 
Russia is making a ruthless drive 
lo dominate Europe and that he 
believed continuance of this policy 
by any one power will lead to an- 
other war. 


"If the policy is pursued of try- 


ing to dominate Europe by any one 
power, by wheatcvcr means, 
di- 
rect or indirect," Bevin said, "we 
are driven to the conclusion that it 
will inevitably lead 
again to an- 
other 
war." 


The foreign secretary proclaimed 
Britain's ngnt to organize "kindred 
souls" of \vcstern r_;urope, saying:

Bevin said Russia's reaction to

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
advises 
American farmers that their "best 
protection" against a possible re- 
cession is to pay their debts now 
and not expand any further. 


The governor, a candidate 
for 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation, gave the counsel last .night 
at the 110th annual dinner meet- 
ing of the New York State Agri- 
cultural Society. 


He said that if economic condi- 


tions should dictate large govern- 
ment subsidies, "it seems to 
be 


much more logical to subsidize a 
continued high consumption of full 
agricultural 
production" 
rather 


than pay for crop curtailment. - 
"People need to cat," he 
ob- 


served, "even if they are in a de- 
pression." 


"Every attempt to impose arti- 


ficial restrictions or controls in ag- 
riculture is inevitably foredoomed 
to failure." Dewey maintained. 


"The New Deal policy to- meet a 


Collapse," he asserted, "is to col- 
lapse the farmers. I have always 
opposed that policy and would con- 
sider production controls only as a 
last resort."

The last world-wide epidemic of 


influenza occurred in 1917-1918. This 
disaster 
was responsible for 
the 


death of more than 20,000.000 peo- 
ple. 
Although there seemed a good 


chance of a similar epidemic in 
the last war. the world was spar- 
ed that added trial. 


The cause, of 
influenza 
was 


not known in 1917-1918. Now, how 
ever, the cause of the more fre- 
quent smaller outbreaks is known. 
It has been shown to be a virus, 
which is a* living organism 
too 


small to see under an ordinary 
microscope. 


But many 
problems 
connected 


with influenza 
still remain 
un- 


solved. For example, it is certain 
that there are several kinds of 
viruses responsible for influenza. 


In 
spite of 
this difficulty, 
a j 


combined vaccine has been 
de- 


veloped against the two types of 
influenza most commonly discov- 
ered in recent years. These two 
viruses are called influenza virus 
A and influenza virus B. 


The 
vaccine 
containing these 


viruses has now been used on a 
large number of people, during or 
before outbreaks of the disease. 
Because the virus must be grown 
on egg yolk, small amounts must 


tried in the skin to make sure 


,hat the patient is not 
sensitive 


to this egg yolk protein. This vac- 
cine seems to have been helpful in 
some outbreaks, but in the most 
recent ones it has not been suc- 
cessful. 


Typical Story 
The story of influenza vaccine 


.s typical of new advances. Not only 
las it been difficult ot prepare 
a vaccine, but also other types of 
inluenza virus, not included in the 
vaccine, seem to be 
responsible 


•for attacks. This means that the 
vaccine containing virus A and 
virus B decs not protect against 
all kinds of influenza. 


Although a great forward step 


:ias been taken, the sure proven- 
.ion of influenze is not yet at hand. 
However, scientists, using Suscep- 
tible animals and human volun- 
teers, are continuing their studies 
so that eventually we can hope 
for 
a 
means 
of preventing this 


dangerous disease.
